REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The declaration filed under 37 CFR1.132 by Dr. Blake Pepinsky on 10/28/05 has obviated the 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent No. 6,495,525 in view 
WO 95/19790. Said declaration states that anti-a4 integrin antibodies have a different 
specificity than oMePUPA-V and does not act on a4p7 integrin. Further said declaration states 
that oMePUPA-V binds at the ligand binding site and therefore may act as an agonist. The 
declaration concludes that oMePUPA-V is not interchangeable with an anti-a4 integrin antibody. 

7. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 9, 3 1-32, 40 and 42-48 are allowed.
